Men may be more perfect, for 
ought L know ; amd then, we may have more per- 
ba Laws; but ‘tis impoffible, Government fhould be 
more perfect ; and this is the Reaton, why I have faid, 
that ‘tis highly unjuft to bring the Old Whigs xpon 
the Stage, as Mr. D"dnvers has frequently done, 
sith Defign to throw an Infamy upon the prefent 
Government; for the Old #’7igs could defire nothing 
more than we poflets. All their Writings, and ail

Mr. D’ Anvers knows, it was enacted 
for the Scesrity ot Property; and he has not been able 
fhew, chat it can be turned to any Ute againft a 
! Intereft. The fame is true of the Su/peaffon ot 
the eleas Corpus A&, in Times of pxblick Danger ; 
o°, wnen the Government has Reafon to apprehend 
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¢ carrying on, and Rebellious defigned to be 
roid. “Lis better, much betrer, that fore Afen, who 
ave fufpeed, fhould lofe their Liberty for a Tine, 
than chat the Ainedom fhould lofe it for Ever. If 
ticy are Guilty, they ought to lofe it ; and if they 
are_Jnpocent, no_great_ Harm isdone them. Bur fo 
much «: pre‘ent, for particular Laws enatted by the 
Nloder» Li hies. 

Tre general Reafoning upon this Subje& is, that 
different Cccajons and Circumftances, render Laws ne- 
ceflary at one Time, which would not be fo at an- 
other: And to this general Reafoning, Algernoon 
Sidney, whofe old Whiggifm no Man doubts, firmly 
Affents: Lert us bear him in his own Words; for 
clearer and {fronger can’t be chofen. 

‘ Ir oughr to be confidered, that the Wifdom of 
Man is imperfeé&t, and unable to forefee the Effects 
‘ that may-proceed from an infinite Variety of Ac- 
‘ cidents, which, according ‘to. certain Emergencies,

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and frequently, to ftand in need of Reparations and 
Amendments. Laws and Comfi :tutions ought to be 
weighed ; but whilft ail due Reverence is paid to 
thoie which are good, every Nation may not onl 
retain in ittélf, a Power of changing or abolifbing al 
fuch as. are not fo; but ought to conflitute thofe 
Laws which are moit conducing to the Eftablifh- 
ment cf Jultice, and the Prefervation of Liberty.” 
Now let us hear him for the Honour of Parlia- 
-ments. ‘ Thefe Laws, fays he, are enacted by Par. 
* liaments ,; which being the Reprefextative Body of the 
* People, and the collected Wifdom of the Nation, is 
leaft {ubject to Error; moft exempted from Paflion, 
ind molt frce from Corruption: Their own Good, 
both publick and private, depending upon the 
' Re@itude of their SanCtions ; they cannot do any 
thing that is ill, without Damage to rhemf<lves and 
* their Pofterity: Which, being all that can’ be done 
by human Underftanding for our Security, our 
Lives, Liberties, and Properties are; by our Laws, 
to depend upon them. == Again. Thefe Laws, 
which receive their Asthority and Force from Par- 
liaments, are, under God, the beft Defence of our 
Lives, Liberties, and Eitates; they proceed, not 
from the blind, corrupt and Muctuating Humour of 
a Man, but from the mature Deliberation of the 
choiceft Perfons of the Nation, and fuch as have the 
greatest Intereft in it. Onur Anceftors have always re- 
lied upon thefe Laws; and, ‘tis to be hoped, we 
fhall not be fo abandoned by God, fo deprived: of 
Courage and common Senfe, to fuffer ourfélves to 
be cheated of the Inheritance which they have fo 
frequently, fo bravely, and fo conftantly defended.” 
SEE how tirtyoufly, | was going to fay, divinely, 
this brave Old Whig {peaks of the Dignity of Parlia- 
ments, and Laws, which Mr, D’ Anvers treats fo igno- 
mintoufly!
